REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

2. The following is an Examiner's Statement of Reasons for 
Allowance: 

The prior arts of record do not teach nor suggest, either 
alone or in combination, all the limitations of the claimed 
invention (claims 18 and 42) . The closest prior arts of Horan et 
al. (5,914,727), Stamm et al. (5,404,482) and Ulrich et al. 
(2002/0156973) do not disclose the device ID is an index to a 
device entry in a device ID lookup table and each device entry 
has device information, for example, the network and 
authentication information, for one to connect to and access the 
associated device. The block ID in the claimed invention is an 
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index to a block entry in a block ID table, and each block entry 
has block information including not only a memory starting 
address, but also block size, number of pages in the block and 
other block information, by using block index directly allows 
changing the block information including starting address in the 
block entry in the block ID lookup table to effectively change a 
memory location without changing the virtual address itself. 
In light of the foregoing; claims 18 and 42 of the present 
invention are found to be patentable over the prior art.
